The finished products are then 
sold ubioad to make money for the 
British With the money they can 
buy more, make more, s*U more. 
That was the way it was ROing until 
rearmament started Now big chunks 
of Ute raw materials brought rn are 
put tlirough the factories and come 
out as weapons which don t have a 
re-yule value. 
The chilling part about the news 
is this: It raises the question of 
when will all this stop; when will we 
.md our allies reach a point when 
they wont have to come to us for 
help?
